BANNER OF REVOLT. 


An Army in the Field to Meet the 
Brazilian Dictator. 


THE TEST OF STRENGTH WiLL COME 
IN RIO DO SUL. 


Plans of the Junta to Restore Consti- 
tutional Government—Garrison Towns 
in the Hands of the Insurgents—The 


Navy Divided in Ite Allegiance~The 
Provisional Government. 


BUENOS AYRES, Argentine, Nov. 16.—The 
organization of a Junta, in whose hands the 
Government 'of the State of Rio Grande do 
Sui (or the Rio Grande, as the inhabitants 
call it) has been placed, is evidence of the 


determination of the nationalists to resist’ 


the Brazilias dictator. It does not appear 
that the State means simply to secede from 
the Brazilians Union. The object seems to be 
much broader than this. The purpose of the 
Junta is to setup a provisional Government 
for Rio Grande, ask the co-operation of such 
other States as desire to throw off Fonseca’s 
yoke and from Porto Alegre, the capital of 
the State, which has been wrested 
from the’ dictator, direct a move- 
ment for the re-establishment of the 
Republic upon the Constitution adopted after 
the overthrow of the Empire. 

There has been a misconception in regard 
to the act of Gov. Castilho. Knowing that he 
was a sta nch adherent of Fonseca, he was 


advised by the Nationalists to resign and he 


did so, placing the Government in the hands 
of Visconde de Pelotas; Itaqui, Ossorio, Sil- 


veira Martins and Dr. Assiz Brazil. The 


President of the Junta is Dr. Brazil. suveira 
Martins isa former Governor of Rio Grande 
do Sul. He was exiled after Dom Pedro was 
dethroned, but was permitteda few months 


later to return to his native country. He is 
very popular in Rio Grande do Sul, and is 


now a pronounced Republican. Visconde de 
Pelotas was also at one time Governor of Rio 
Grande Go Sul, but was removed because of 
his ardent sympathy with Martins. 

WORK OF THE JUNTA.

The wife of a 
journeyman saddler named Hinton had for 
some time past been showing signs of insan- 
ity, but her condition was not supposed to be 
dangerous enough to necessitate hir confine- 
ment in an institution. This morning, how- 
ever, the poor woman seems to have been 
attacked with wild insanity, for she suddenly 
seized a carving knife and cut the throat of 
her daughter, nearly severing the girl’s head 
The madwoman, reeking 
with blood, then went into a room where her 
two stepdaughters had sought refuge, forced 
open the door in spite oftheir efforts to pre- 
vent her from entering and then cut both 
their throats, inflicting fearful gashes, which 
almost immediately caused their death. The 
madwoman, by that time soaked in blood 
from head to foot, then gashed her own 
throat with the fatal knife and sank senseless 
by the side of her last twovictims. When 
this horrible tragedy was discovered, Mrs. 
Hinton was still alive, and it is expected that 
her life will be saved. She will never, how- 
ever, according to the doctors, be in her 
right mind again. The unfortunate woman's 
husband is nearly insane with grief and de- 
spair, and triedtocut his own throat when 
blood-drenched room in which 
his wife and dead daughters were found.

THE PEOPLE'S VOICE 


Conspiracy Discovered to Give Russia a 
Popular Assembly. 


THE PLOT INVOLVES MANY OF THE 
CZAR’S NOBLES AND OFFICERS. 


Fever, Famineand Persecution the Mow 
ing Agencies—All Press Correspond- 
ence Sublected to Strict Censorship 
Cholera and the Plague Have Never 
Caused More Deaths—The End Is Near. 


Lorpos, Nov. 16.—Since the arrest at Mos- 
cowon Thursday last of about a hundred 
members of noble families, litterateurs and 
others, charged with being concerned in the 
movement looking to the creation of a popu- 
lar assembly or parliament similar to the 
Temsky Labor Assemblies under the early 
Crars, it has become known that this alleged 
conspiracy was of much wider extent than 
at first supposed, and it is said that several 
hundred people have been taken into custody 
in addition to those referred to. From the 
time the discovery of this plot became 
known the corresponGents in Russia of the 
news agencies and newspapers have been 
doing their utmost to discover the true in- 
wardness Of these wholesale arrests, but ap- 
parently without success, for little or no 
news regarding this revolutionary move- 
ment can de procured. A correspondent at 
St. Petersburg wired last night as follows: 

*‘Strictest censorship of the press dis- 
patches is otiserved. The Government con- 
templates severe measures against news- 
paper correspondents. It is almost im possi. 
bie to got or to send facts as regards arrests 
of nobles ana others who have been planning 
the creation of a Parliament elected by the 
people. It is reported that extendlve arrests 
have been made here as well as in Moscow 
and other cities. Ali information is refused, 
The police advise correspondents not to 
comment on arrests. The situation very 
graveand the wildest rumors are circulat- 


In this city, however, there are a number 
of prominent Russian exiles who seem to be 
able tolaugh at the Russian police and who 
are kept constantly well informed by some 
secret means as to nearly all that transpires 
in Russia. One of the most prominent of 
these refugees was questioned last night tn 
regard to the large number of arrests 
now being made in Russia. After 
the correspondent had ‘pledged im- 
self not to se his informant’s 
name the latter said in substance that never 
in the history of the Russian empire was the 
situation of affairs within the dominions of 
the Czar so desperate and so weighted with 
danger to the Imperial regime. ‘‘Not a quare 
ter of the real horrors of the famine are 
known, he added. Thousands are dying 
in the famine-stricken districts of starvation, 
typhoid fever, influenza or other diseases, 
In some sections, said the Russian gentie- 
man referred to, 'the distress is as great ag 
when the cholera or the plague swept down 
upon villages and towns and nearly wiped all 
their inhabitants of the face of the earth, 
Even were the Government so constituted 
that an bonest attempt could be made to re- 
lieve the sufferers; even had the Govern- 
ment at its disposal the immense sums of . 
money which would be necessary to relieve 
the distressed ,thousands more of them would 
perish before help could reach them, even

SAVED FROM FIRE. 


A Holocaust in a Seventh Street Board- 
ing-House Narrowly Prevented. 


THE PROPRIETOR OF THE PLACE AR 
RESTED ON SUSPICION. 


He Was Caught Climbing Over a Back 
Fence and Told Contradictory Stories— 
Ten Men Were Sleeping in the House 
While the Fire Was Burning—Evi- 
dences of Incendiarism. 


What appears to have been a well-planned 
attempt to burn the saloon and boarding- 
house, 816 South Seventh street, was foiled by 
the police about 1 o’clock this morning. The 
saloon and boarding-house is managed by 
Julias Dion, who bought out the former man- 
ager about six months ago and who claims to 
have been losing money there ever since he 
took charge of it. About1o’clock last night 
Officer McGovern heard a rush and scramble 
in the alley in the rear of 216 South Seventh 
street and tninz ing some negroes were fighting 
he ran to the spot and arrived just in time 
to catch Dion, the boarding-house keeper, 
scrambling over the fence in desperate haste. 
McGovern arrested him, and Dion at once 
began tocry for his wife, saying: ‘‘She is in 
the house and will be burned to 
death.“ McGovern entered the yard and 
there saw the house was on fre 
on the first floor in the saloon, and flames 
were seen on che third floor in one of the 
sleeping - rooms. Sergt. Mueller was passing 
in front of the house at the time, and seeing 
the fames in the saloon turned inan alarm, 

HAD A GOOD START. 

The fire wes burning briskly whem the 
engines arrived and not until the fremen ran 
up stairs with the hose wasit known that 
anyone wasin the house. Ten men were 
asleep in the rooms on the second and third 
floors and though the rooms were fast filling 
with smoke none of the boarders 
had been aroused. The firemen 
quickly put out the flames on the 
third floor and in the saloon, and the 
done by the names is less than $100.

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THE FIGHT TO 
: JUNE. 


Before Leaving America the Colored Giant 
May Have a Ten-Round Go With Cor- 
bett— Muldoon a Failureas a Trainer— 
Racing, Base Ball and Other Sporting 
Matters. 


Acablegram from London announces that 
Francis Patrick Slavin has agreed to meet 
Peter Jackson before the National Club of 
that place for the purse of $10,000 offered by 
that organization, and that he will allow his 
colored countryman $500 for expenses. As 
Jackson has telegraphed the club that he will 
meet Slavin there for the purse if allowed ex- 
penses, a match between the two now seems 
assured. The big dlack did not want 
the fight to take place until April, but Slavin 
puts it back still further, naming Derby week 
in June as the time for the contest. This isa 
rather late date, but will probably prove ac- 
ceptable to Jackson. A meeting between 
these two men will be of especial interest to 
the entire pugilistic world. It will decide 
who is really the champion of Australia and 
which of the two is the proper man to 
pit agairst Sullivan. It is well 
that it should be decided which of 
them is the better man before the 
American champion meets either of them. 
While Jackson has really held the title of 
champion of Australia Slavin’s friends have 
claimed that the clever black has studiously 
avoided giving hima fight, while Jackson’s 
friends, on the other hand, have alleged that 
it was Slavin, and not Jackson, who dodged 
the match. Be that as it may, the prospects 
fora combat between the two appear very 
good now, and, when they do meet, the 
best man wil, in all probability, 
be allowed to win. Jackson, who 
was once Slavin’s instructor, is the more 
scientific, but is not the hitter the white man 
is and it ts generally believed that he cannot 
stand the punishmentas well, though that 
point is largely a conjecture. Although the 
better boxer, the black is notthe fighter his 
white countryman is, and Slavin should 
prove the winner unless the accounts of his 
prowess have been greatly exaggerated. 
JACKSON AND CORBETT. 
There is alsotalk of a ten-round sparring 
match between Jackson and Corbett. The 
colored man has been asked if he would meet 
Corbett in such a contest and has replied in 
the affirmative. He wishes the match to take 
place in the spring before sailing for England 
to meet Slavin. The quiet Australian says he 
has no fear of the boastful Californian injur- 
ing him any, and expects to win toa cer- 
tainty. It is said that Corbett proposed the 
match, and as it is for only a limited number 
of rounds it is possible that he may screw up 
sufficient courage to go up against Jackson. 
If the match between Slavin and Jackson Is 
made it will probably result in breaking off 
the negotiations now on for afight be- 
tween Sullivan and Slavin. As Sullivan did 
not want to fight for another year Slavin has 
plenty of time to meet Jackson in June, rest 
himself after the battle and thentrain fora 
set-to withthe American. Itis not certain, 
however, that Sullivan will not be willing to 
fight Slavin in case Jackson whips the latter, 
so that if the two Australians close arrange- 
ments for their match, the American will in all 
likelihood withdraw the forfeit he has posted 
for Slavin and drop all negotiations until the 
men fromthe antipodes decide which of the 
two is the better. Then the big fellow a 
ably agree to meet the winner. Should Jack 
son win, nobody will doubt the result of the 
match with Sullivan, for it is not believed 
that the black can stand long before the 
American. If, on the other hand, however, 
Slavin wins, and does so in an easy and de- 
cisive manner, there will be many who will 
put their money on him to defeat the 
American, although Sullivan will un- 
doubtedly be the favorite in the betting 
eventhen. Thetalk of the match between 
Sullivan and Slavin has revived a lot 
of silly rot about the American’s chances be- 
ing hopeless unless Wrestler Muldoon can be 
secured to train him. Muldoon, the origin- 
ators of this nonsense claim is the oniy man 
living who can train Sullivan, and that he 1s 
the one trainer in the world. What did sul- 
livan do before he met Muldoon? He trained 
for fights and whipped men with ease pre- 
vious to the Kilrain contest. In fact it took 
him longer to whip Kilrain than it did to whip 
any other man he defeated, and although 
the Baltimorean was probably the best man 
he had met, Sullivan should have won with 
much more ease if he was properly trained. 
His only other N battle was his draw with 
Charley Mitchell, for which fight it is noto- 
rious that he did not train at all, putting in 
his time drinking and carousingin England. 
Muldoon trained Smith for his set-to with 
Godfrey and Kilrain for his go with Slavin, 
and in both instances his 
were whipped in short 
easy defeat being due to his 
condition. Godfrey would probably have 
won anyhow, but not with such ease. Then 
Muldoon trained Kilrain when the latter 
fought and had such a hard time defeating 
Godfrey, a-man whom he should have 
whipped in short order. Muldoon’s record 
shows clearly that as a trainer he is nota 
success. There are hundreds of men in 
America who can put Sullivan in better con- 
dition than Muldoon, although the wrestler 
got more credit and advertising out of the 
zuluvan-Kilrain fight than John L. himself. 
CORBETT STILL BOASTING. 

Cnicaco, III., Nov. 16,—Jim Corbett, the 
heavy-weight pugilist who has a standing 
challenge to the world for $5,000 a side, is 
here with a theatrical company and was in- 
terviewed last night concerning his proposed 
match with Peter Maher, the Irish champion. 
When Maher accepted Corbett’s challenge 
through the New York Herald he put up 
$1,000 forfeit money. Corbett promptly cov- 
ered this and put upthe remaining $4,000. 
Maher then asked until Dec. 15 to deposit the 
full amount on his side. Corbett said last 
— — that he has no confidence in Maher and 
believes he is making a bluff to advertise 


himself. He does not think Maher has the 
courage to meet him.
